Dr. - Nichols, ; prominent: Canadian 
pathologist and editor of the Cana- 
dian Medical Journal was the guest 
speaker at the regular meeting of ttie 
Medical Society, 'held last-night in the 
Medical buildtng.^Tho speaker dealt 
with the origin and study of medical' 
science, his title "The Varying Con- 
cepts of Disease."

James Joyce — 50 

.RecenUy the ri^^^ljCwrled a short notice 
that James Joyce would undergo another opera- 
tion on his eyes the tWrd or perhaps fourth at- 
tempt to save his steadily falling eye-sight. A short 
time ago friends and admirers of his work cele- 
brated the flftletk birthday of the man who Is 
by many considered to be the foremost creative 
force la English literature today,. a writer who has 
undoubtedly exerted and stUl has a tremendous 
Influence not only on English letters but also on 
the literatures of the continent. He has evolved 
a new technique of the novel In producing a work, 
which even his detractors admit, Is ample testi- 
mony to his, astounding technical Ingenuity and his 
extraordinary felicity of phrase. 

To Insist on:; the gradual,. ascending evolution 
of the work of Joyce . /. . _f roin Dubllne^s iiyough 
The Artist as a Young Man to Wyssw and JWork to 
Progress J .... . would at the present 8''at6;0^^Mto| 
Ion be unnecessary and appear platltudlnowîI^Wp 
eussions. Interpretations and misinterpretations 
abound In great number as to the njanner of this 
evolution jind the methods employed by Joyce to 
achieve h^|igMt8.^ It la Inevitable, considering 
the type 'oSf^WorS'réïresented by Ulysses and Work 
and Progress that there should be found ardent 
disciples who badly and tratisltlonally Imitate the 
obscurer portions and who Insist on dogmatically 
Interpreting each' syllable and every syntactical In- 
novation of the master, in a^fashlon rem^jn^cent 
of the mediaeval commentBtbr8''bn^îîbly -'ïïaïfërs. 
So they tell In awed and worshipful tones of the 
tremendous and godlike deed of him who "hath so 
cunningly and artfully Intermixed" seven hundred 
names of rivers into a few pages of Anna Llvla 
Plurabelle that It needs expert knowledge , of 
geography and the anagram to disentangle them. 
If that be literature then Sam Lloyd the puale- 
mtJcer Is the supreme literary artist of the day. 
If the worth of Joyce's work for our and succeeding 
gisneratloi^ lay primarily In this rebysllke quality 
of his last productions then he would soon be rele- 
gated Into the abracadabra section' of the literary 
curiosity shop. 

But Joyce's work rests on a more solid basis than 
le^^^^eatloA of verbal enigmas. Furnished 
wlt ti^^^ji nteUectual capabilities and a profound 
bbiierYanoS^^ he^soon found that he wanted 
to'lexpress finer 'shades of emotion, more delicate 
niiancev of thought than the ordtaary and accepted

It becomes clear, when/eadlng Joyce,*that music 
has exerted a wide influence on his methodsi 
Despltie the Odyisw^wnUleV to well wwked out by 
Sttiart Gilbert' aii t j ^S^ ed by Joyce himself, 
Ulysses appears to^nenome, in résuït if not in in- 
tentlon, a syihphony in the musical; sense ««f; the 
term. It is . . , like a symphony , . . a compMltipn 
consisting of several inovements, each complete in 
Itself but gaining, In importance and comprehension 
when read iii' conjunction with 'the .others. Each 
of the tiibvements or divisions is wrltien in a par 
ticuiar key but the use of modulation Ând counter' 
point is unrestrained, the Odyssey parallel is the 
basic nkotif, the underlying prhiclple of the com- 
position. For an understanding of Ulysses and an 
evaluation of Its importance it Is [only necessary 
to consider \i in this : light. A minute textual 
analysis helps In estimating the Intellectual e<)uip 
ment of the writer and his painstaking labours; 
but says nothing about the place .of the yrprlf in 
literature. The ninety-nine, percent' perspitfttlon 
alone, does not constitute genius. ' It Is' the sad 
hj^^' Joyce to be dissected in true academic 
P^S^ashion during his life-tlnie. I do not want 
ro^press the. musical analogy farther thanlto/aUiito

Eight years ago I knew Roberts as a highly 
promising art student here - in Montreal. 'Thrie 
years later I saw his work in New York, where it 
had earned for Itself the warm commendation of 
William aiaokens, John Sloane and Sioardman 
Robinson. Conseiquently, I looked forward- to hte 
exhibition at the |ocal Arts blub and went to the 
opening thte afternoon. 

One would naturally expect any patoter who 
had gained thé approval of thes^^|i^^,master8i 
to he, in every sensé of the word||ffi^pn artist. 
And Roberts te definitely a painterW*'1he pre^nit 
day lia the freedom of hte style. He te no melré 
exponent, however, of current fashions in palnt-

What brought him to Wisconsta, of 
course, was tho fame of the geology 
department here, which, — and how 
many of us knew it? — has an inter- 
national ; reputation.

The Interview, termed as "a sort of 
an ordeal," .threw some light, .on the 
far-famed phlegmatic ; tendençles of 
tho British. "The American . likes to 
have a.\{ the cards on the table," said 
Mr. Brock, "while tho Englishman 
doesn't like to talk about the things 
to him. What is often mistaken , for 
whlclr are most dose and most dear 
rudeness in an Englishman is really 
shyness. The' Canadian Is a fusion of 
the tWo. When he does talk about 
siioh things as ' his family, or his 
'women-folk, he does it llghtly, as 
though he is not serious, to conceal 
Its importance to him."
